Dear Ms. Best: 

This is our final response to your letter dated June 22, 2018, addressed to the 
National Archives and Records Administration, requesting copies of all drafted, 
submitted or received SF-311 forms produced in the year prior to the receipt of 
your FOIA request. 

Found in the files of the National Archives and Records Administration were six 
pages of record material that originated with the U S. Postal Inspection Service. 
These pages were referred to this office for a releasability determination and direct 
response to you. 

Enclosed are the six pages that can be released to you. Certain deletions have 
been made to this material pursuant to title 5, United States Code, section 
552(b)(6), where release of personnel and similar files would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.

Your 
appeal must be postmarked or electronically transmitted within 90 days of the date 
of the response to your request. The letter of appeal should include: (1) A copy of 
the request, any notification of denial or other action, and any other related 
correspondence; (2) The FOIA tracking number assigned to the request; (3) A 
statement of the action, or failure to act, from which the appeal is taken; (4) A 
statement identifying the specific redactions to responsive records that you are 
challenging; (5) A statement of the relief sought; and (6) A statement of the 
reasons why you believe the action or failure to act is erroneous. 
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Additionally, you may contact the Office of Government Information Services 
(OGIS) which was created to offer mediation services to resolve disputes between 
FOIA requesters and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation. 
Using OGIS services does not affect your right to pursue litigation. You may
